UGUES  BRISEVILLE  was  not  only  a  locksmith,  but  also  the  designer  of  thèse  orna- 


A  mental  engravings.  They  are  16  in  number  (inclusive  of  the  title  and  the  dedication), 
and  at  least  12  of  them  were  engraved  by  Jean  Berain  le  jeune,  a  différent  man  from  the 
dessinateur  des  menus-plaisirs  du  Roy,  but  probably  his  relative.  Of  the  other  four,  two  are 
unsigned,  and  two  are  signed  by  G.  Ladame.  To  G.  Ladame  also  is  due  the  large  folding 
portrait  of  Briseville,  which  follows  the  title,  and  which  raises  the  total  number  to  1 7  plates. 
It  was  engraved  in  1663 

There  was  a  re-issue  of  thèse  plates  with  Mariette's  name  substituted  for  that  of  Langlois 
as  publisher  ;  but  even  that  it  now  equally  rare  with  the  original  set. 
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
